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The Minois Commerce Commission 
has granteéd Illinois Power Co. a $105.7 
million rate increase, which is expected 
to boost the average residential bill by 
at least $10 a month this winter. 

The five-member ICC announced its 
decision at 3:30 p.m. Wednesday ‘in 
Chicago. It granted rate hikes of 10.3 
percent for electricity and 7.2 percent 

. for natural gas. The inereases are to be 
divided among industrial, commercial 


and the three residential classes of 
customers, according to a formula an- 
nounced by the ICC, but not yet com- 
puted by IP officials. 

However, residential natural gas bills 
for IP’s 381,000 gas customers are ex- 
pected to climb about $6 per month ($10 
in the coldest months) each, and elec- 
tric bills for each of the 525,000 
customers will increase about $3 a 
month in the summer and $5.50 in the

winter. That means that the annual bill 
of the average customer could rise bet- 
ween $100 to $140 over the next 12 mon- 
ths.

vices landfill to cover debris being 
dumped there. 

Protestations of innocence have been 
voiced by Barton, county assessment 
supervisor, and Greathouse, MESD 
president and county zoning appeals 
member. It will be up to jurors to 
decide whether Barton acted properly 
or wrongly. ~ 

Weber filed a court motion to have 
the trial set for Jan. 6 but it will take 
place later. 

Exactly what roje the state law en- 
forcement department will play in the 
prosecution has not been spelled out by 
Weber, but departmental reports were 
included in his mailing to board 
members. 

Interviewed Nov. 5, Barton first 
denied knowledge of a payment to

Nameoki Town Board 
Member Helen Hawkins ex- 
plained that statutes dictate 
that any suit should have 
been filed within one year 
after the completion of the 
sewer line. ‘The taxpayers 
have to pay for this s 
would hate to see 
highway commissioner lose 
the case and cost them a lof 
of money,” Mrs. Hawkins 
said, “If the highway com- 
missioner has waited too 
long to file, it may be thrown 
out and everybody loses,”’ 
she added. 

Trustee W. Lee Adams, 
who conducted the board 
meeting in the absence of 
Supervisor Harry Briggs, 
also voiced a negative reac- 
tion to the suit, but admitted 
that the board has. no con- 
trolling power over the com- 
missioner in this case. “As 
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far as this is concerned, the 
highway department and the 
town board are two different 
governing entities,” he said. 
“1 am against it because I 
think that the odds are 
against the highway com- 
missioner in this case.” 

Trustee Joe Garcia ad- 
vocated the suit, stating that 
he feels the contractors are 
responsible for the damages. 
“] get all kinds of complaints 
about what they did,” Gar- 
cia said. “If this suit would 
take care of the problem, 
then I’m for it."* 

Trustee Don Wilson did not 
voice an opinion on the suit. 

Mehelic contended that the 
suit had been filed within the 
time limit and maintained 
his position that the suit had 
been justly filed 

In other discussion, Mrs 
Hawkins requested that 
Board Attorney Irvin Slate 
Jr. research the possibility 
of imposing fines on persons 
who dump trash in non- 
specified areas. Her request 
followed a report which 
alleged that several bags of 
trash had been dumped near 
the railroad crossing on 


Mockingbird Lane. _ 
Town board officials had

Change in 
intrastate 
phone bills 


Illinois Bell will change its 
method of billing for in- 
trastate (within the state) 
long distance calls that span 
more than one time-of-day 
rate period. The changes are 
effective Friday, Jan. 14 

Currently, intrastate long 
distance calls which extend 
from one time-of-day rate 
period to another are billed 
at the rate in effect when the 
call begins. Under the new 
plan, the charges will reflect 
the rate in effect for each 
minute talked in each rate 
period. 

The new plan has been in 
effect for interstate (state- 
to-state) long distance calls 
since April 2, 1982. 

Some customers will see 
decreases in their charges 
and some will see increases, 
depending on the time of day 
they place their calls. 

For example, a 10-minute 
call placed at 4:55 p.m. Mon. 
day currently is billed en 
tirely at the’ full day rate. 
Under the new plan, the 
caller will be charged for 
five minutes at the full day 
rate and five minutes at the 
25 percent evening discount 
rate. 

The charge for a 10-minute 
call from Chicago to Spr- 
ingfield placed in this time 
period will decrease 37 
cents, from $3'to $2.63. 

A ten-minute call placed at 
7:55 a.m. Monday currently 
is billed entirly at the 40 per- 
cent night discount rate. The 
new billing wiil reflect five 
minutes at the 40 percent 
night discount rate and five 
minutes at the full day rate 

The charge for a 10-minute 
call from Chicago to Spr. 
ingfield placed in that time 
period will increase 58 cents, 
from $1.80 to $2.38. 


required for free cheese

Madison County residents 
in the future are going to 
have to prove a need before 
they will be able to receive 
free surplus government 
cheese. 

People will have to pre- 
register and. qualify for 
cheese prior to the date of 
distribution, under new 
regulations decided upon 
last week. 

The rules were devised by 
the agency that administers 
the cheese program in the 
county, the Madison County 
Economie Opportunity Com- 
mission, in response to com- 
plaints about last month’s 
distribution. 

“Last month was the 
straw that broke the camel’s 
back,” Jimmie Wilson of the 
EOC told township officials 
at a meeting in Edward- 
sville. 

The date for.the next 
cheese distribution has not 
been announced, although it 
is expected to be later this 
month. Wilson added that 
the county also will begin 
getting ‘surplus butter to 
distribute 

There have been com- 
plaints about the distribution 
of cheese to the townships 
and about the qualifications 
of some recipients. In the 
past, the only requirements 
were that the recipient live 
in the county, that he or she 
had a need and that only one 
five-pound block of cheese be 
given to each household. 

However, there was no 
definition of need, so that re- 
quirement was theaningless, 
Wilson said 

Under the new guidelines, 
applicants must show proof 
of residency in the township 
and be the head of 
household. 

They can show their 
eligibility by producing a 
public aid card (green card), 
by proving they receive food 
stamps or by showing an 
unemployment card dated 
for that particular month, an 
S.S.1. or Social Security 
statement or check stubs (if 
anyone in the household was 
employed) for the past 90 
days. The income must be 
under a certain amount, 
depending on the number of 
people in the household. 

Township officials also 
will be allowed to use their 
own discretion to determine 
eligibility in other situations. 

Townships will set certain 
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times to screen applicants. 
Those who are determined to 


be eligible will be given a 
card which will be brought at 
the time the cheese is 
distributed. 

Each township will be 
given only as many cards as 
the number of blocks of 
cheese they will receive, 
Wilson said. It should 
eliminate problems on the 
day of the distribution, he 
said. 

According to the 
guidelines, the allotment of 
cheese to each township will 
be based first on need and se- 
cond on population, with the 
allotment changing from 
month to month depending 
on the employment picture. 

The allotments drew some 
complaints last. month, in- 
cluding one from Jarvis 
Township. The county’s 
cheese shipment was reduc- 
ed and so the allotments to 
some townships, including 
Jarvis, were reduced. 

Wilson said that when the 
cheese distribution program 
began early last year, there 
was relatively little par- 
ticipation by the townships. 
“At the time, we found it 
very difficult to get rid of 
12,000 pounds of cheese in the 
county,” hesaid. | 

By last month, the need for 
cheese quadrupled because 
of unemployment, but the 
amount of cheese available 
had been frozen at 33,600 
pounds (although only 30,000 
pounds were received last 
month), he said. ‘‘I tried as 
fairly as I could to disperse 
cheese throughout the coun- 
ty,"" he added 

He said he got complaints 
for several reasons, in- 
cluding the changed 
allotments to some 


townships. “If I consumed 
all the cheese I was accused 
of consuming...” he said, 
smiling. A woman in the au- 
dience finished that 
sentence, ‘“...you’d need a 
box of Ex-Lax.” 

Wilson said he asked the 
state agency handling the 
cheese, the Department of 
Public Aid, for guidelines. 
He said he was told the EOC 
should come up with its own 
rules. 

However, in a couple of 
months, the ‘state and 
federal governments are go- 
ing to establish their own set 
of guidelines, Wilson said. 

He said the rules are an at- 
tempt to keep the cheese pro- 
gram “from going down the 
tubes.” He said he feared 
that if the state received 
enough complaints from 
disgruntled township of- 
ficials, it might drop the 
whole county from the 
cheese program. 

Townships are allowed to 
take cheese and butter to the 
handicapped, elderly and 
homebound. 

If they have cheese left 
over, they can find needy 
people to give it to or turn it 
back to the EOC for distribu- 
tion to other townships, 
Wilson said. 

One woman told Wilson 
that they would just be shif- 
ting the days on which there 
are crowds. Now, the lines 
will form on the days the 
townships start signing up 
people, she said. 

Robert Steinmeyer, super- 
visor of Omphghent 
Township, said he previously 
had to take off work on the 
day the cheese is distributed. 
Now, he will have to take off 
two days, he said.

He now works on his own in 
private mediation and is 
listed on the national roster 
of the Office of Arbitration 
Services in Washington, D.C. 

Mize, a part-time 
instructor at BAC since 1972, 
has mediated such cases as 
contract disputes and 
processing grievances in 
industries, . agencies and 
institutions. In addition, he 
has handled all types of 
public employee disputes on 
the federal, state, county 
and city level. 

Subjects covered in class 
include techniques employed 
by top negotiators, 
obligation and legal 
responsibilities, the National 
Labor Relation Board and its 
functions’ and state and 
federal law. He also 
discusses bargaining duties, 
the use of data, negotiation 
guidelines, preparing 
proposals, negotiations at 
the table, use of mediation, 
grievance procedures and 
contract language. 

The prerequisite for

The outspoken land owner, who was a 
longtime operator of a net and twine 
company, has forcefully defended his 
interests in numerous issues related to 
the lake area. He is still doing that as 
the central figure in an alleged bribery 
and conspiracy case. 

His current targets are James Bar- 
ton, Madison County supervisor of 


assessments, and Walter “Shang” 
Greathouse, ' president of, the Melfo- 


East Sanitary District (MESD) and a 


member of the Madison County Zoning, 


Board of Appéals, 

Nichols developed a plan to create 
catfish-raising ponds and promised to 
make trouble if he was blocked. He was 
blocked, and trouble followed. 

Barton has been indicted twice by a 
county grand juror; Greathouse has not 
been charged. but State’s Attorney Don 
W. Weber says he may target him as 
well. Both men deny any wrongdoing. 

“I was going along, making it easy 
for them, but if they make it hard for 
me, I’m going to fight,” Nichols com- 
mented July 19, 1982, on the state 
government’s attempts to buy his land 
to expand Horseshoe Lake State Park. 

Speaking at a meeting of the Sewer 
and Drainage Committee of the Tri- 
Cities Area Chamber of Commerce, 
Nichols also threatened a lawsuit to 
force the MESD to stop allowing silt in- 
to ee lake. He said some of the silt was 
endin; on his property. 

Unless he was allowed io improve the 
farm he had purchased as his new 
home, he would attempt to force the 
MESD to utilize Brushy Lake behind 
the Fairmount Park race track for 
water retention during rainstorms, 
rather than Horseshoe Lake, he told the 
committee. 


“JI am going to have to sit there and 
pay taxes on my property, I don’t want 
the levee .district dumping their gar- 
bage on my property. It won’t pass 
landfill standards. I sure don’t want it 
on my property,” Nichols said. 


The plan to dig catfish breeding 
porids on his new farm south of the park 
drew opposition. Neighbors feared that 
the area, once dredged, would be used 
for expansion of’the adjacent SCA: Ser- 
vices landfill. 

Nichols denied any landfill plans of

his own but did concede that he had a lot 
more in mind than just creating ponds. 
He wanted the earth excavated from 
the proposed ponds to be trucked in 
large amounts to SCA to cover landfill 
trash. 

He related that, in 1970, a request for 
topsoil mining by SCA on the property 
was rejected by the county after a zon- 
ing hearing. 

He added in July 1982 that, when he 
had bought the property ‘several mon- 
ths ago,” he assured neighbors his 
tent was to dig catfish ponds, not to 
create a landfill. He remarked 

“This is going to be my home. I do not 
want to look at a landfill. I have always 
looked at water and I want to look at 
water.” 

Nichols said he did not need a county 
zoning permit to dig on his property, 
but that he did obtain a permit from the 
Illinois Soil Conservation Service to 
dispose of the dirt. 

SCA was willing to buy a lot of dirt, he 
said, adding that he planned to con- 
struct an engineer’s bridge so the dirt 
could be hauled directly from his pro- 
perty across the ditch to the landfill 
without. disturbing any state or 
township roads—and greatly shorten- 
ing the hauling distance. 

Greathouse had tentatively given his 
approval to the plan, Nichols contend- 
ed. 

Nichols said his request for a permit 
listed ‘topsoil mining” as the purpose 
only because Madison County has no 
other category which applies to digging 
lakes. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals held an 
on-site public zoning hearing on 
Nichols’ new farm June 29, 1982. Three 
objectors spoke and one of them voiced 
concern about blocked access to his 
home during the earth-moving process. 
Nichols said he offered to make a new 
road for the neighbor. 

A former owner, Irwin Mueller, 
spoke against the plan. And Nameoki 
Highway Commissioner Frank Mehelic 
told the zoning panel he was concerned 
about potential damage to township 
roads. 

Nichols said bitterly that the zoning 
board ‘‘did not even listen when I told 
them I was not going to use any 


township roads.”

Nichols had met with Division of 
Criminal Investigation (DCI) agents 
July 13, 1982, in Fairview Heights and 
told them he met alone with Greathouse 
at Ervay’s Restaurant in Granite City 
in November or December 1980. 

Nichols alleges Greathouse told him 
he would ‘‘have to have something on 
top for his people,’’ defined as 10 to 15 

» percent of the total contract in cash. 

Nichols ,estimated this as between 
$10,000 and $15,000 and agreed to con- 
tact SCA and ‘‘advise them of what he 
was told.” ° 

He quoted Ron Ross and Dale Dille of 
SCA as saying they would not increase 
their bid of $3 per yard of dirt delivered 
totheir landfill site, nor would they pay 
anyone in cash. 

Nichols said the project at that point 
“failed to go through”’ and that in the 
spring of 1981 SCA was trying to buy the 
Henry Mueller farm, located close to 
Nichols’ land. 

He said SCA reached an agreement 
with the heirs to buy the property so 
SCA could use the dirt for its landfill, if 
it could get a. Madison County zoning 
permit to move the dirt. A zoning hear- 
ing was held-and the vote was negative. 

Nichols said SCA asked realtor Jim 
Whitt to negotiate a deal between the 
heirs and SCA to get an agreement so

Nichols said he had a discussion with 
Whitt and that Greathouse oVerheard 
them. Nichols quoted the MESD presi- 
dent as saying that the property would 
have to be bought through Greathouse 
Realty, Walter Greathouse’s company, 
to get zoning approved. 

Nichols said he informed the SCA and 
it said’ it did not want to deal with 
Greathouse. 

In December 1981, Nichols said, a 
relative of the Mueller heirs offered the 
farm. Nichols said that he was going to 
have to move from his property and felt 
that the farm, being only a mile from 
his property, would be excellent for 
him. 

He made a $1,000 down payment and 
on May 20, 1982, took possession at a 
cost of $220,000. 

He said SCA agreed to dig fish ponds 
on the farm and to use the dirt, paying 
him $2,750 per acre. He said he was ask- 
ed as part of such an agreement to get a 
zoning permit for the ponds to be built 
and for the dirt to be hauled. 

Nichols said that on June 4, 1982, he 
signed with SCA for removal of dirt and 
stipulated that he would obtain 
necessary permits. He met with County 
Zoning Administrator Paul Hawkins, 
who said no permit was needed to dig 
fish ponds. 

Nichols said that in his pact, SCA 
wanted everything done properly so 
there would be no legal questions when 
it removed the dirt. Nichols said he felt 
it best that he still obtain permits. 

He recalled paying $1,725 for permits 


. for 100 acres and also paying $180 for a 


soil report from the county soil and 
water conservation district; the soil 
district report approved of the special 
permit as long as the soil.used from the 
ponds was moved off the property im- 
mediately. 

Going to the office of County Board 
Chairman Nelson Hagnauer, Nichols 
said he was told the Cahokia Canal 


ing and recommended rejection of the 
requested special use permit. The per- 
mit would have allowed Nichols to 
utilize about 100 acres “for surface min- 
ing of topsoil from this tract.’’ The 
unanimous decision of the zoning ap- 
peals unit was forwarded to the 
Madison County Board, which later 
agreed by an overwhelming margin 
with the zoning board’s negative 
recommendation. 

The day after the hearing, Nichols 
said in July, Greathouse told him that 
the MESD could not grant a permit for 
hauling dirt over a stormwater 
drainage ditch. Greathouse said this 
week the permit would have been 
“automatic” had zoning been authoriz- 
ed. 

Greathouse added that he consistent- 
ly told Nichols the dirt mining plan 
“didn’t have a prayer” of being approv- 
ed because a previous application by 
another party had drawn extensive op- 
position. 

Nichols told the Chamber of Commer- 
cre committee that the only reason he 
applied for a county permit was that he 
wanted to have it put in writing and 
made legally binding that he did not 
plan to turn his property into a landfill 

Since the site already was zoned M-2 
for general manufacturing, the only 
permit he needed was state authoriza- 
tion for disposal of the dirt, and he had 
received that permit, he said 

“F spent $1,725 for permits. 1 did it 
right, and I’m knocked down by the ap- 
peals board, so I'm fighting,” Nichols 
concluded his remarks to the Chamber 
committee.

Of the objectors, one, Irvin Mueller, 
lives five miles away and Commis- 
sioner Mehelic had no right objecting 
because the culvert was not a township 
road, Nichols argued. 

He said the other objection was 
legitimate but that SCA had proposed to 
build an alternate route at its expense 
to preserve a farmer's access. 

At Nichols’ request, Greathouse is 
said to have visited the farm July 7 to 
look at the drainage ditch 

An unsuccessful effort was made by 
Nichols to obtain a reversal, by con- 
tacting State Senator Sam Vadalabene, 
Nichols told the DCI. It was then that 
Nichols decided to contact the state 
agents.

Avoid overcrowding at elementary schools — 


To the Editor 

1 am concerned that our 
school board may 
misconstrue the very vocal 
reaction of the North High 
School parents as opposed to 
the area’s elementary school 
parents’ reaction concerning 
possible school closings. 

The school board 
members have announced 
that they are considering 
closing four elementary 
schools to relieve the 
district's indebtedness, but 
as none.of the 13 grade 
schools has been definitely 
targeted for closing, another 
negative reaction from the 
elementary parents has not 
been well organized. 

I fear that because no 
grade schools have been 
specifically named that we 


as parents have not truly 
considered the educational 
burden that overcrowding 
could place on our childen in 
these formative years. 

As a parent of two 
children, one of whom will be 
in high school next year and 
the other in elementary 
school, I prefer that addi- 
tional school closings be 
made at the secondary level. 

Looking at the enrollment 
figures, 1 can support the 
closing of one or at most two 
of our city’s grade schools in 
order to utilize some of the 
unused rooms in these 
schools, but I find four an ex- 
cessive figure which | feel 
would result in class sizes 
that are far too large. 

It is unfortunate when 
financial conditions force 


closing any of our children’s 
schools, but I see the dilem- 
ma of the board and support 
their commitment to clear 
some of the district’s in- 
debtedness. 

The educational founda- 
tion that a child receives in 
elementary school is very 
important to his continued 
progress in school. 

Increasing class sizes 
drastically at the elemen- 
tary level where the basic 
skills are stressed is not ad- 
vantageous to the students. 

The more knowledgeable 
and mature high school 
students should be better 
able to cope with less in- 
dividual attention. 

Keeping both high schools 
open to allow more students 
to participate in or lead in 


extracurricular activitiés 
should not be our main cdj- 
cern. oe 

Our society is based on 
competition; giving our hi 
school studénts more ‘coiii- 
petition they will face ,th 
securing employment and 
attending college. 

I sympathize with the enio- 
tional attachments of the 
North students to their 
school but feel. that closin;

Question . is sometimes 
raised as to why custodial 
health care services are not 
' ¢overed under Medicare. 

The Medicare program 

. Was designed to help people 
meet the costs of treatment 
made necessary as the result 
‘of Illness or injury: To limit 
program costs, the law 
specifically excluded a 
variety of services, in- 
cluding custodial care. 

This does not. mean that 
custodial care’ is considered 
"unimportant. Ini many cases, 
custodial services can help 

- , Prevent |illness or speed a 
person’s recovery from an il- 
Iness. | 

For example, homemaker 
sérvices| may help elderly 
people continue to live in- 
dependently and can assure 
that medicines are taken on 
time and that proper nutri- 
tionismaintained. - 

In addition, many elderly 
people would benefit from 
custodial care that helped 
them meet their personal 
care needs. The question is:

limited funds are. available, 


how may they best be spent? 
Custodial “care includes 


services that are primarily 
supportive in nature and 
which can be furnished. by 
people without professional 
skill or training., Such ser- 
"vices may include help with 
Bathing, dressing and 
jfating.

~ because he was separate 
from the public defender, 
but judiciary committee 
chairman William Haine, 
Alton, now has another plan. 
“The special defender has 
saved some money, but it is 
not the cap we hoped for,” 
Haine told the county’s 
finance committee last 
week. ‘Our purpose is to put 
a cap on contractual expense 
for the indigent accused.” 
Under the new plan, the 
county would abolish the 
special defender and instead 
contract three attorneys to 
handle all conflict cases for 
no more than $1,000 a month 
for each attorney. 
Regardless of the 
caseload, only these three at- 
torneys would handle con- 
flict cases, which means the 
county would spend no more 
than $36,000 for contracting 
attorney’s for special cases. 
Haine said the special 
defender cannot handle all of 
the conflict cases, and the 
county has still been forced 
to contract private attorneys 
to handle the overload. 
Although the circuit court 
budget includes $40,000 for 
contracting outside - legal 
services, Haine said it is 
very likely that the county 
would exceed that amount 
before the end of fiscal year 
1983.

The Madison Countyans 
were freed after eight days 
but say their lives were 
threatened while they were 
detained at an abandoned 
ammunition bunker near 
Springfield. 

U.S. District Judge 
William L. Beatty will hold a 
hearing tomorrow in Alton 
on Anderson’s request. Trial 
of the three is set for Mon- 
day, Jan. 24, on charges of 
conspiring and attempting to 
obstruct interstate com- 
merce by threat of violence. 

Anderson contends that, 
when arrested, .Matthew 
Moore told of meeting with 
Anderson in November 1981 

“Both concurred that 
something needed and 
should be done about abor- 
tions and abortionists,’’ 
Moore is quoted in Ander- 
son’s motion for a separate 
trial. It adds that Wayne 
Moore also implicated 
himself, his brother and 
Anderson 

Such admissions are ‘‘tan- 
tamount to personal confes- 
sions of guilt’ and also 
allege that Anderson was 
“deeply involved in the ab- 
duction,” he argues. 

Under the Fifth Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitu- 
tion, the brothers cannot be 
forced to testify at the trial. 
As a result, introduction of 
their confessions could 
violate Anderson's Sixth 
Amendment right to cross- 
examine his accusers, he 
asserts.

The unsigned ransom let- 
ter claimed responsibility 
for other actions against 
abortion clinics, including 
the burning of two clinics 
near Tampa, Fla., in May 
1982 and the bombing of a 
clinic at Falls Church, Va., 
in June. 

A letter signed by the “‘Ar- 
my of God" and sent to 
authorities the day of the 
Florida fires contained wor- 
ding that also appeared in 
the Zevallos ransom letter. 

Another letter, sent to the 
Secret Service in St. Louis 
two weeks after the 


planned to kill them but 
received’ a ‘divine revela- 
tion’’ to spare the couple. 

The six-page, typewritten 
letter, similar in style and 
content to the “‘epistle,” says 
love and compassion were 
shown to the captives, that 
they were kept in com- 
fortable circumstances, and 
that the captors and victims 
developed a close relation- 
ship, God inspiring the cap- 
tors to try to influence the 
captives to do His will 

The victims told police of 
spending a week of terror in 
primitive conditions, with 
constant threats of death, 
and both of them bound and 
blindfolded most of the time.

Venice was settled ‘about 
1804: Early businessmen in

‘McDow, who erected a horse 
mill, and John Anthony, who 
established a skiff ferry to 
+ St. Louis. Matthew Kerr ran 
a horse ferry between 
Venice and St. Louis. The 
ferries received a great deal 
of business from travelers on 
the National Road coming 
from the east, which ended 
in Venice. Another resident 
who came from Penn- 
. sylvania was Abraham Sip- 
py. He fathered 17 children 
and most were active in 
business, 

Early Baptist mis- 
‘sionaries. who’ preached in 
the home of Dr. Caldwell 
were the Rev. Chance and 
the Rev. Jones. A small 
Methodist Church was 
established in Venice on 
Broadway, as well > a 
Catholic church and school 

‘The village of Venice.was 
plotted by Dr. Campbell and 
Charles Stamps in 1841 and 
was incorporated in 1873. 
Madison was incorporated in 
1891 and Granite City in 1896. 
The first Venice trustees 


were Henry Robinson, 
Joseph Froehly, Theodore 
Selb, Francis McCambridge, 
William Roberts, John 
Kaseberg and the clerk, 
Thomas Kinder. 

Miss Barker’s ancestors 
were the Kohl and Nieman 
families. Andrew Kohl, a 
carpenter from Germany, 
arrived about 1850. He lost 
his wife in the cholera 
epidemic and had _ three 
children depending on him. 

Andrew’s sisters took the 
two girls to raise, but Miss 
Barker's grandmother, who 
was taken to Nauvoo, had to 
do: all the cooking, 
housework and mending. 
She slept in the barn and fre- 
quently found snow on her 
bed in. the mornings. She 
tried to secure extra money 
for something she needed by 
cutting off her hair and sell- 
ing it. Generally, however, 
her aunt took the money 

Several years passed 
before her brother found out 
where she was and rode a 
horse to Nauvoo to persuade 
her to come keep house for 
him and her father. She was 
happy to do so and received 
kind treatment. Later, she 
was able to provide funds for 
her brother to go into 
business and another youn; 
man, Gus Nieman, investe 
in the business with him. Mr. 
Nieman married the sister 
and Miss Barker's mothr 
was one of their offsprings. 

‘The Kohl-Nieman partner- 
ship entered several ven- 
tures and expanded into 
Madison and Granite City as 
they became involved in 
banks, supply houses and 

civic activities, as 
the lodges and school 
board. They were especially 
interested in the McKinley 
Bridge, built by the Nlinois 
Traction Co, It was opened 
November 10, 1910, and was 
named for the president of Il- 
linois Traction Co., who also 
was a U.S. senator. Mr. Kohl 
and Mr.’ Nieman has a bet 
about the completion date 
The loser had to push the 
other across the bridge in a 
wheelbarrow. This they did 
on the opening day of the 
bridge, but Miss Barker 
could not recall who pushed 
whom. 

Miss Barker’s mother at- 
tended the Methodist church 
in Venice until she was 
grown and later played the 
organ and taught Sunday 
School in the Granite City 
church. The church was the 
center of the social activities 
and, after the evening ser- 
vices, the young men always 
“looped the loop’? with the 
girls. Since there were only 
two main streets in Venice, 
the young men took the 
young women home by walk- 
ing down one street and 
“looping” back up the other

The flood of 1903, ac- 
cording to Miss Barker, was 
one of the most colorful and 
tragic events in Venice’s 
history. She said their house 
in Venice had plugs in the 
floor which could be pulled 
out so the water could go 
through easier and prevent 
the foundation from being 
damaged. When the water 
was approaching, all the fur- 
niture would be.moved to the 
second floor, along with the 
carpets. Then they would 
open all the doors, windows 
and plugs so the water could 
surge through. Outside, the 
wooden sidewalks had to be 
tied to the electric poles to 
keep them from floating off 
The streets were wooden 
blocks and they bucked and 
floated after every rain. In 
spite of the small levee, the 
1903 flood lacked only two or 
three feet of being as damag- 
ing as the 1844 flood. 

Indians were in the area, 
but not much was said about 
them. Near the present city 
of Brooklyn there was a 
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slaughter house near a 
stream which, Miss Barker 
says, ran red wih blood when 
she was young. The area was 
called Bloddy Hollow. Her 
grandmother told her it was 
not from the slaughtering, 
but because of an Indian 
massacre which had oc- 


curred there. 
It took courage, as well as 


endurance, to settle a rugged 
country and many early set- 
tlers were of German des- 
cent. Miss Barker closed 
with a story involving 
herself as a young child. Her 
grandfather frequently took 
her to Schuman’s drug store 
on Main Street for ice 
cream.

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Fat bad for health, appearance, long life

For all who made a New 
Year’s resolution to lose 
weight, | here are some 
reasons-|why this is one 
resolution you should keep. 

There is an old statement, 
“The longer: the belt, the 
shorter the life.’ Not only 
will your personal ap- 
pearance be improved if you 
lose excess fat, but you 
greatly increase“ your 
chanées of living longer. 

What many people don’t 
realize is that for all the fat 
they can see on their body, 
they have that much fat in- 
side their body that they can- 
not see — especially in the 
hips dnd thighs in women 


and in the abdomen in both 
men and women. 

When a person starts gain- 
ing weight, the gain shows 
first in the abdomen. As the 
amount of fat increases, it 
begins to crowd the internal 
organs. Eventually, 
something has to give. 

‘That something is usually 
the stomach, and this often 
leads to digestive problems, 
such as a burning sensation 
in the pit of the stomach. 

s, belching and other 
signs of a hiatal hernia are 
also frequent symptoms. 

A hiatal hernia is a part of 
the stomach pushing up into 
the hole that is the opening 
between the chest and the 
abdomen — the only opening 
into the abdominal cavity. 


Normally, that hole is 
small, but as we age, it stret- 
ches. If fat accumulates in 
the abdomen, it pushes the 
stomach into the hole. As a 
result, the mechanism that 
keeps the. opening closed 
quits working as it should, 
and acid digestive juicies 
back up into the esophagus. 

Excess fat also crowds the 
lungs. Fat people huff and 
puff for breath after climb- 
ing stairs. This is often a 
result of excess fat taking up 
the room the lungs need to 
fill with air. 

In addilion to restricting a 
person's endurance, it also 
limits the reserve capacity: 
the lungs need when a person 
is ill with pneumonia, 
asthma, emphysema or 
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other respiratory illnesses. 

Excess fat in the abdomen 
cal cause back strain. 
As‘the stomach muscles are 
stretched downward with the 
weight of excess fat, the ab- 
dominal muscles drop, pull- 
ing the spine forward. 

The weakened abdominal 
muscles no longer serve to 
support the spine, and this 
leads to an S-curve in the 
spine and subsequent back 
problems. 

Too much fat in the trunk 
of the body can also cause 
varicose veins and hemor- 
rhoids. If you were to press 
hard on your leg, you would 
not notice that the veins 
stand out because the 
pressure prevents normal 
drainage. That is what hap- 
pens when fat is pressing 
down on the veins in the 
lower part of the body. 

There is yet \another 
hazard associated with ex- 
cess fat in the abdomen. 
Some doctors refuse to 
operate on a person unitl the 
patient loses weight, 
because it is more difficult to 
cut through the layers of fat 
before the suregon gets to 
the diseased organ. 

There is more bleeding 
when there is a lot of fat, and 
it is time-consuming to 
clamp those additional blood 
vessels. This prolongs the 
time a patient needs tp be 
under anesthesia. 

Also, that fat has to be 
pushed aside and held out of 
the way during the surgery. 
And after the surgery, that 
excess fat presses against 
the incision and can lead to 
hernias through the surgical 
scar 

But fat does not ac- 
cumulate only in obvious 
places in the body. It also ac- 
cumulates in the walls of the 
arteries, and this can be a 
threat to our life.

Farm tax. 
deadline’ 
Saturday 


Saturday, Jan. 15, is the 
deadline for farmers to file 
their 1982 estimated income 
tax declarations with the 
Illinois department of 
Revenue. 

Farmers can bypass the 
Jan. 15 deadline, however, 
by filing a state income tax 
return, IL-1040, and paying 
all tax due by March 1, 1983. 

Under the state Income 
Tax Act, farmers have two 
choices for meeting their 
state income tax 
responsibility. They may file 
an estimated tax declaration 
(IL-1040 ES) and pay their 
estimated tax for 1982 by 
Jan. 15, and then reconcile 
their tax account when they 
file their IL-1040 by the 
regular April 15 deadline or, 
farmers may forego the 
estimated tax payment by 
filing an IL-1040 by March 1 
and paying the total tax due 
by that date. Farmers who 
choose to satisfy their tax 
obligation by filing the IL- 
1040 by the March 1 deadline 
must be sure to mark the box 
on the form designated for 
farmers. Failure to mark 
this box. could result in a 
penalty being assessed. 

By state statute, farmers 
are individuals who derive at 
least two-thirds of their total 
gross income for that tax 
year from farming.

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ed to test other methods of 
distribution in the Edward- 
sville and Granite City 
areas, he said. 

Barton contended that the 
real estate business is in a 
turmoil due to Henkhaus’ ac- 
tion. Realtors have been 
calling each other all week 
asking, ‘Do you have a copy 
of the delinquent tax list?’ I 
don’t have one and I can’t 
find anyone who does. That’s 
important to us in the real 
estate business," Barton 
stated, adding, ‘We call the 
county treasurer's office and 
they say they can’t send us 
one.” 

Henkhats agrees, saying 
“*We don’t furnish the lists to 
anyone, only computer prin- 
touts to buyers at-the tax 
sale.” 

Barton contended that the 
implications of Henkhaus’ 
actions aré much broader 
than the treasurer admits. 
He contends that 
newspapers which are afraid 
to speak out on county mat- 
ters for fear of losing the 
county’s business are allow- 
ing county officials to 
seriously damage the 
freedoms’ assured by the 
First Amendment. 

By publishing the .delin- 
quent tax list only in 
newspapers which endorsed 
Henkhaus or made no en- 
dorsement, Henkhaus has 
“put all “newspapers on 
notice that if they say 
anything bad about him, 
they will lose money,” Bar- 
ton contended. 

“Jt is almost like he wants 
to bring back the old days of 
Republican newspapers and 
Democrat newspapers. I 
believe it is important to 
have the two-party system, 
but it is equally important to 
have newspapers that watch 
both sides of the fence,"’ he 
said. 

Barton said he is equally 
upset that newspapers which 
made no endorsements kept 
the county's publishing 
business. ‘‘Newspapers have 
a responsibility to take a 
stand. There shouldn't be a 
choice there. A newspaper 
which fails to make en- 
dorsements is like a soldier 
who refuses to put a 
bayonette on his rifle,” he 
contended. ‘ja 


He concluded, “I regret 
the people of Granite City 
are being hurt because of my 
candidacy and publically 
ask Mick (Henkhaus) to let 
bygones be bygones. The 
election is over and it is time 
to go to work for the people.”

Suit opposes 
state fund cuts 


The Illinois Federation of 
Teachers (IFT) and the 
American Federation of 
State, County, County and 
Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME) filed suit Tues- 
day in Cook County Circuit 
Court seeking a temporary 
restraining order blocking 
Gov. James R. Thompson 
from insituting $159 million 
in budget cuts. 

Thompson is making the 
cuts under legislation passed 
in December to give him this 
authority. 

“The Illinois Constitution 
clearly requires the General 
Assembly to set the budget 
and appropriate all funds,” 
said IFT President Robert 
Healey. 

“We believe it is un- 
constitutional for the 
legislature to give up this 
power to the governor and in 
effect establish him as an 
economic dictator,” Healey 
asserted. 

“The constitutional 
separation of powers 
guarantees that budget deci- 
sions, however uncomfor- 
table, are to be made by he 
legislature,” said AFSCME 
Illinois Executive Director 
Steven Culen. “They simply 
cannot be delegated to the 
governor.”” 

Last month; the governor 
cited the discovery of a 
substantial revenue short- 
fall. He asked the legislature 
for authority to reduce the 
budget by about 2 percent, or 
$159 million, and the 
Assembly complied by pass- 
ing SB 1652. 

“These. cuts, will have a 
devastating impact on the 
state’s ability to deliver 


essential services to its most

helpless citizens, especially 
the retarded and the mental- 
ly ill,” Culen commented.

Commercial fishermen 
will again be allowed to “‘set 
up shop” and sell fish netted 
from Carlyle Lake during 
the annua) commercial 
fishing program there from 
Feb. 14 to March 30, ac- 
cording to Bill Fritz, Depart- 
ment of Conservation com- 
mercial fishery biologist. 

The 15 to 20 commercial 
fishing crews expected to 
fish the reservoir will be per- 
mitted to sell their catch as 
whole fish in the parking lot 
of the Allen Branch laun- 
ching ramp at Hazlet State 
Park, located about four 
miles north and two miles 
east of Carlyle. Fishermen 
will be allowed to sell por- 
tions of their catch from 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m. daily 
throughout the program, 
Fitz said. DOC has establish- 
ed the following maximum 
prices for fish species of- 
fered for sale: carp, 35 cents 
per pound; buffalo, 55 cents 
per pound; drum and carp- 
suckers, 40 cents per pound, 
and bowfin and gar, 20 cents 
per pound. Fe 

Commercial fishing is an 
important part of the 
resource management at 
Carlyle. Lake, Fritz said, 
providing for the harvest of 
fish species rarely caught on 
under-utilized by sport 
angler. 

Commercial fishing crews 
that wish to fish the 24,580- 
acre reservoir may apply for 
a contract at the Allen 
Branch launching ramp area 
the morning of Feb. 14.

The day after my feature 
story about Emmet (Mutt) 
Rensing and the. brilliant 
1936. Granite City High 
‘School football team, one of 
the five calls to my home 
was from the Old Bench 
Warmer, Bob Burnes of the 
Globe-Democrat. 

Burns said he 
remembered vividly the 
outstanding‘playing of Rens- 
ing for the Bills of St. Louis 
University. He, along with 
many other reporters cover- 
ing college football for St. 
Louis area papers in those 
years, couldn’t figure out 
why Rensing wasn’t ever 
allowed to carry the ball, but 
,was always, used for block- 
ing. 
“Everyone in the St. Louis 
area knew that Rensing was 


the best high school ball car- 
rier Beene enrolling at St 


Louis U.,” Burnes explain- 
ed. “Of course,” he added, 
“we all knew that Mutt was 
the complete and total team 
player. So, when he was call- 
ed upon to block, that’s what 
he did. And, he was one of 
the best Iever saw.” 


One of the other callers 
took the opportunity to 
“confess” a misplay he had 
committed in Rensing’s 
senior (1936) prep year, but 
had asked that his name not 
be used. “I was guilty of a 
holding penalty in our game 
against Madison that 
nullified a 60-yard scoring 
play that Mutt racked up in 
that game. Fortunately for 
me and the team, he scored 
on a five-yard plunge over 
the right side of our line 
which was opened up by 
Kalert at right tackle.” 

That tackle’s name was 
Ralph Kalert, now deceased. 

One of the callers was 
from a former, but much 


ounger football player who 
had represented Granite Ci- 


ty High on the gridiron: “I 
don’t think that you can pick 
one team as best in nearly 
one hundred years of football 
history.” He pointed out that 
the '36 Warriors, who played 
both defense and offense, 
could well have been the best 
for that period, but ‘‘now in 
the age of so much specializ- 
ing, ‘I’m sure that a better 
offensive eleven as well as 
defensive team, could be 
picked.”

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EPA official discusses sanctions 


(Editor's note: The follow- 
ing interview appeared in 
Progress magazine, a 
publication of the Mlinois En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency, and details some of 
the sanctions which may be 
applied against Illinois, 
unless Congress amends the 
Clean Air Act of 1977, which 
had a compliance deadline of 
Dec, 31, 1982.) 

Dec. 31, 1982, was the 
deadline Congress placed in 
the act in 1977 for states to 
eliminate air quality viola- 
tions. While it will be some 
time before all the 1982 air 
monitoring data is analyzed, 
there is little doubt air pollu- 
tion in some areas of Illinois 
still exceeds the standards. 

The penalties that Con-- 
gress placed in the act for 
states which do not comply 
with it include: (1) prohibi- 
tion of new construction and 
Modification of major 
sources of industrial . air 
pollution; (2) restrictions on 
fédéral highway construc- 
tion grants; (3) restrictions 

» on federal'sewage treatment 
construction grants; and.(4) 
prohibition of grants for 
State and local air pollution 
Programs. 
~,In this interview Daniel J. 
Goodwin, manager of the 
TEPA’s Division of Air Pollu- 
tion Control, discusses the 
ganctions, what USEPA says 
it “will do, to enforce them, 
and what the penalties could 
mean in Illinois. 

Q: Mr. Goodwin, is Illinois 
in-jeopardy of being sanc- 
tioned under the Clean Air 
Act? 

A: Yes, and so is every 
other industrial state in the 
country. The'U.S. Chamber 
of. Commerce released a 
report earlier this year 
claiming that 608 counties 
across the nation face sanc- 
tidns after the first of the 
year. The Chamber got that 
number from the USEPA’s 
official list of nonattainment 
counties and, evidently, 
hoped to alarm Congress by 
it That list is several years 
old and very out of date. Air 
quality has improved a lot 
over the last few years. I 
think 26 Illinois counties are 
on the USEPA list, but the 
actual number of counties 
that can still be considered 


nonattainment in Illinois is a 
dozen or less at this time. 

.Q: Which Illinois counties 
still have air pollution 
problems? 

A: Most of them are 
located in the Chicago and 
East St. Louis Metropolitan 
areas. Possibly the Peoria 
and Decatur areas also. 

Q: Does having the poten- 
tial for increased air pollu- 
tion put a community in the 
same category as one with 
monitored air pollution 
violations? 

A: We don’t know yet 
because the USEPA has not 
announced how it intends to 


enforce the sanction provi- - 


sion of the Clean Air Act 
Three different approaches 
appear to be under con- 
sideration. One presumes 
every area which is now of- 
ficially desginated as nonat- 
tainment to be in violation of 
the act. That is the presump- 
tive guilt approach. A second 
approach would assume that 
every area which does not 
have monitored air pollution 
violations is in compliance. 
That’s presumptive in- 
nocence. The third approach 
under consideration would 
sanction only those areas in 
which air quality levels are 
in serious violation of the 
standards. 

Q: How is USEPA propos- 
ing to distinguish between 
serious and not so serious 
violations? 

A: The federal policy 
analysis that I looked at 
divided violation areas into 3 
categories, the USEPA 
calls them tiers: The first 
tier includes areas with air 
quality significantly worse 
than the standards. The 
policy paper said sanctions 
would be imposed in those 
areas first. The second tier 
includes those areas where 
compliance with the 
deadline is too close to call 
The third tier includes those 
areas that are expected to be 
in compliance by ‘the 
deadline 
Q: Isn’t the USEPA ex- 
pected to issue a new 
respirable particulate stan- 
dard soon? How does chang- 
ing the standard affect. a 
state’s sanction liability? 

A: It complicates it great- 
ly. It is likely that some

The Illinois Department of 
Conservation is making up to 
100,000 white pine seedlings 
available to elementary 
schools: for special Arbor 
Day observances this spring, 
according to Al Mickelson, 
DOC state forester.

areas now in violation of the 
total suspended particulate 
standard will be in com- 
pliance with the soon-to-be 
proposed respirable stan- 
dard. I think USEPA will 
probably proceed with a pro- 
posal to sanction total 
suspended particulate nonat- 
tainment areas; however, I 
think the imposition of those 
sanctions will be delayed un- 
til the new respirable par- 
ticulate standard is adopted 
If sanctions are eventually 
levied for particulate viola 
tions, I believe it will be bas- 
ed on the new standard. 

Q: Is it just air quality 
readings and the compliance 
deadline that matters in 
determining sanctions? 

A: No. A State can be sanc- 
tioned before the compliance 
deadlines in the act. Califor- 
nia and Kentucky have had 
sanctions levied against 
them since 1980 after their 
state legislatures refused to 
pass authorizing legislation 
for vehicle exhaust testing. 
If the USEPA finds that a 
State Implementation Plan 
does not contain everything 
required by the Clean Air 
Act, then it's possible for the 
sanctions to be invoked 
before the compliance 
deadline. The same is true if 
USEPA finds t a state is 
not carrying out its plan 

Q: In 1979, the IEPA in- 
cluded a vehicle inspection- 
maintenance program in its 
State Implementation Plan. 
But the latest 1982 revision to 
the plan says I-M is no longer 
needed. Does this remove I- 
M from-the sanction issue in 
Illinois? 

A: We think the state has 
the right and the obligation 
to remove I-M from the SIP 
if I-M is not economically 
responsible when compared 
to other ways of obtaining 
emission reductions. We 
have supplied USEPA with 
data to support our position 


- on this and we know the data 


can’t be dismissed as biased, 
because USEPA has 
developed cost figures for 
the program which are 
almost identical to ours. The 
issue really hinges on the 
question of whether the 
Clean Air Act required I-M 
in areas with the deadline 
extension to 1987, regardless 
of cost. The act is ambiguous 
on that point. 

Q: Is Illinois standing 
alone on the I-M issue? 

A: No, there are 14 states 
that USEPA says have fallen 
behind their schedules to 
start I-M. Most of the states 
have been stalling, expec- 
ting Congress to remove the 
requirement 

Q: Given the controversy 
over I-M and air quality 
violations that still exists in 
Illinois, the sanction ques- 
tion doesn’t sound like it is a 
matter of if, but when and 
where?

What is still not clear is ex- 
actly what areas will be af- 
fected by the proposals or 
how long it will be until a 
final ruling is issued 

Q: When do you think the 
USEPA will decide its sanc- 
tion policy? 

A: Decisions on some 
issues will probably be made 
by early January. 1 doubt 
that decisions on the 
ultimate questions of which 
areas are sanctioned and 
which sanctions are used for 
a given area will be made for 
several more months. 

What about the con- 
struction ban? Doesn't it 
automatically take effect 
after December 31, 1982? 

A: From what we can 
deduce from the law, it ap- 
pears that it will take 
USEPA some time to impose 
a construction ban. Before 
the ban can be made effec- 
tive, states must know which 
areas the USEPA considers 
to be in violation of the act 
because the ban only applies 
to those areas. To establish 
the extent of the ban the 
USEPA must go through a 
formal rulemaking 

Q: Does the rulemaking of- 
fer states an opportunity to 
object or suggest changes? 

A: Yes, and that op- 
portunity is extended to the 
general public as well. The 
USEPA is saying that if a 
state can make a reasonable 
demonstration that’an area 
is no longer nonattainment 
then that area will be drop- 
ped from the list 

Q: What needs to be done 
to resolve the issues giving 
rise to possible sanctions in 
Illinois? 

Two things. USEPA must 
complete its long-delayed 
review of the ambient stan- 
dards for particulate matter. 
All current signs suggest 
that the revised primary 
standard will be set at a level 
that will be met after con- 
trols scheduled to be in place 
by December 31 take effect. 

Also, Congress must adopt 
re ons to the Clean Air 
Act clarifying the intent that 
vehicle inspection and 
maintenance is not required 
if other, more cost effective 
measures, are adequate to 
meet the ambient standards 
by the end of 1987

Year end traffic fatalities 
on Illinois highways showed 
an overall decline of more 
than 10 percent from 1981. 
This is the fifth consecutive 
year traffic deaths have 
declined in Illinois, and Il- 
linois is the only state in the 
country to have a decrease 
for five years in a row. 

Provisional figures from 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation and Illinois 
State police indicate that 
1,652 people died in traffic 
accidents during 1982. The 
1982 fatality total is a 10.7 
percent decrease from the 
1,850 deaths recorded in 1981 
and a 16.5 percent decrease 
from the 1,978 fatalities in 
1980. 

Illinois Transportation 
Secretary John D. Kramer 
commented that, not only is 
this the fifth consecutive 
year for a decline in traffic 
deaths in Illinois, it also is 
the lowest death count gn II- 
linois highways since 1945 
when 1,587 deaths were 
reported. 

Secretary Kramer said 
there are a number of 
reasons why the traffic 
fatalities have decreased. 
They include: 

— The continued improve- 
ment of the state highway 
system. During 1982, 875 
miles of state highways were 
improved, including 51 miles 
of reconstruction, 579 miles 
of resurfacing and 245 miles 
of widening and resurfacing. 

— The continued funding 
for new and replacement im- 
pact attenuators and bridges 
and overpasses. The Depart- 


ment of Transportation has 
these crash barrels at hun- 
dreds of locations 
throughout the state. 

— Increased emphasis 
throughout the state on the 
use of seat belts, including 
the Child Restraint Act 
recently signed into law by 
Governor Thompson. 

— The annual effort -to 
identify and correct high ac- 
cident locations through the 
highway improvement pro- 
gram. 

— Funding of a number of 

way safety activities, in- 
againg” police traffic ser- 
vices, sign upgrading, school 
bus driver training, vehicle 
(trucks and buses) inspec- 
tions and regulation of the 
transporation of hazardous 
materials. 

— A strong statewide ef- 
fort to curb drunk driving, 
including tougher legislation 
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LIGHTING” SENTRY 
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sponsored by the secretary 
of state, IDOT funding of en- 
forcement activities on the 
state highway system and in 
a number of municipalities 
and meetings with Wisconsin 
to alleviate the problem of. 
teenagers driving into 
Wisconsin to purchase 
alcohol 

— Continuation of the 
motorcycle training pro- 
gram for beginning riders. 
There are 6,000 to 7,000 new 
motorcycle riders trained 
statewide annually through 
five major universities. 

The 1982 fatality totals, in- 
clude 50 deaths in Madison 
County, some of which are 
provisional, during 1982, ‘in- 
cluding five deaths in 
December 1982.

Hospitals say 
promise broken 
on care of poor 


The hospital industry this 
week condemned the 
Thompson administration 
for “breaking its commit- 
ment to fund hospital care 
for the poor” this year by 
planning a mid-year cut of 
$35.2 million in ‘“‘an already 
lean medical assistance 
budget.” 

Industry representatives 
at the Illinois Hospital 
Association launched an at- 
tack on the state for ‘treneg- 
ing on an earlier agreement 
between the administration 
and hospitals over medical 
assisance spending for this 
year.” 

That agreement was pass- 
ed into law by the Illinois 
General Assembly last June 
following intense industry 
and state negotiations, they 
said. 

“Failure on the part of the 
administration to live up to 
its public commitment 
perpetuates an ominus hid- 
den tax on private-pay pa- 
tients in Illinois hospitals,” 
an IHA_ representative

shifts those costs onto the 
private sector."

“As long as hospitals re- 
main morally responsible 
for treating the sick, 
regardless of their ability to 
pay, we will do everything in 
our power to prevent this ad- 
ministration from flagrantly 
ignoring its respon- 
sibilities.””

At the trial this week of an 
aide to Thomas R. 
Brimberry, testimony in- 
dicated that Leonard Bed- 
nar, 39, of Florissant. split 
commissions with 
Brimberry on 10 key ac- 
counts at the Stix & Co. stock 
brokerage. U.S. District 
Judge John F: Nangle is 
presiding. 

Witnesses said Bednar, a 
vice-president, failed ‘to 
report customer dividends in 
1979 to the Internal Revenue 
Service and agreed to the 
deletion of securities records 
from a computer. A 
transcript of his February 
1982 grand jury testimony 
showed he denied those 
allegations. 

An employee of the now 
defunct brokerage yesterday 
recalled Bednar preparing 
an account card for J.A. 
Miller in the summer of 1981 
when examiners were at the 
firm. The card gave the 
First National Bank of 
Granite City as a reference, 
but a bank officer testified 
that the bank had no record 
of any account in that name. 

Another Stix employee 
said she backdated the card 
to 1977, but Bednar told 
grand jurors he filled out the 
card in 1977 while taking in- 
formation from Brimberry 
The Miller account was one 
of the 10 that allegedly were 
inflated in value with phony 
stock. 

Bednar is the first to stand 
trial on charges related to 
the Stix collapse. Jerry 
Maeras of Madison has 
pleaded guilty, and other 
trials are scheduled. 

The trial of James J. 
Massa of Collinsville was 
postponed Tuesday from 
Feb. 28 until March 21 at the 
request of his lawyer, F. Lee 
Bailey, who cited a conflict 
in his trial schedule 
Brimberry’s trials are set 
for Jan. 24 in Alton and Jan.

Edna St., arrested this week 
on seven. fharges following a 
disturbafice near his home, 
allegedly with shots being 
fired, pleaded innocent on all 
counts at 2:15 p.m. Monday 
in an appearance at the 
Granite City court. 

Ishum?was charged with 
two counts of battery, 
resisting a peace officer, 
criminal damage to proper- 
ty, reckless conduct, not 
having a Firearm's Owners 
Identification Card (FOID) 
and disorderly conduct. 

Bond was set at $1,750 and 
a mittimus was issued. 
Ishum was transferred Tues- 
day by sheriff's deputies to 
the Madison County Jail .at 
Edwardsville. 

A second man at Ishum’s 
home, Jeffery L. Parker, 22, 
of Belleville, was booked on 
a state charge of disorderly 
conduct. He pleaded guilty to 
the charge Monday and was 
fined $79. 

The arrests were made 
after neighbors called and 
reported a fight taking place 
outside the Ishum home and 
hearing shots fired. Officers 
responded and found several 
people standing around a 
pickup truck at Edna Street 
and Edwardsville Road. 

Chris Dickerson of 
Belleville, driver of the 
truck, said the group had 
been at a party at the Ishum 
home; where a shouting mat- 
ched developed between 
Dickerson and Parker over a 
woman. 

There was no physical 
violence until Ishum joined 
in the argument and alleged- 
ly struck Dickerson and an 
East St. Louis woman on the 
faces, officers learned. 

Dickerson suffered a 
bloody nose and the woman 
had a swollen cheek, police 
said. At, that point, Ishum 
allegedly got a weapon and 
made threats against the 
couple and another man 
from East St. Louis. 

Police were told the trio 
got into the truck, drove 
north on Edna and that 
Ishum allegedly fired twice 
at the truck using a “long” 
gun, before the vehicle could 
leave. Two holes were noted 
in the truck grill, offiéers 
said. 

The out-of-town residents 
had halted the truck at Edna 
Street and Edwardsville 
Road, apparently to wait for 
other friends who came to 
the party in a second vehicle, 
police said 

While an officer was talk- 
ing with Parker, the latter 
became agitated with 
Dickerson and the woman 
and allegedly began using 
loud and profane language. 
He was arrested to prevent 
further problems, police 
said. 

Ishum said nothing had 
taken place at his home and 
declined to give information. 
When advised he was under 
arrest for disorderly con- 
duct, Ishum slammed the 
house door, almost injuring 
an officer’s hand, and a 
pushing match ensued 
before the arrest was made, 
police alleged. 

A spent rifle cartridge was 
found in the driveway at 2206 
Edna St., and another on the 
sidewalk in front of the 
dwelling. A live round was 
retrieved from the front 
yard, police said. 

A woman at the Ishum 
house declined to allow of- 
ficers to enter to recover the 
weapon, it was noted. 


San Diego School of Medi- 
cine. “Maybe we found that 
acetylcholine is the oppo- 
site of Valium in the body.” 

Janowsky, who recently 
presented a paper on ace- 
tylcholine to the American 
College of Neuropsycho- 
pharmacy in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, said he is 
planning to test his hypoth- 
esis with mildly hyperten- 
sive patients, giving them 
drugs known to block the 
effects of acetylcholine in 
the brain. : 

He also hopes to develop 
an early test for hyperten- 
sion, based on his experi- 
ments. 

“This is an exciting new 
area that could lead to fur- 
ther understanding of the 
pathogenesis of hyperten- 
sion, and conceivably to a 
new mode of therapy,” said 
Dr. Morton Printz, a UCSD 
pharmacy professor’ and, 
director of the Specialized 
Center of Research in Hy- 
pertension, a five-year pro- 
gram funded by the Na- 
tional Heart, Lung and 
Blood Institute to study the 
link between brain function 
and hypertension. 

Jahowsky's work — sup- 
ported by a National Insti- 
tute of Mental Health 
(NIMH) grant — stems 
from mood-disorder exper- 
iments with a drug called 
physostygmine, which pre- 
vents acetylcholine from 
being broken down, caus- 
ing it to accumulate in the 
brain. In animal and 
human experiments span- 
ning a decade, Janowsky 
and his colleagues have 
shown that physostygmine 
produces depression while 
turning off mania. 

In other experiments 
with psychiatric patients, 
Janowsky found that phy- 
sostygmine injections re- 
sulted in the release of cer- 
tain so-called “stress hor- 
mones.” = 

Meanwhile. other scien- 
tists were trying to estab- 
lish a link between acetyl- 
choline and hypertension in 
animal experiments. In one 
study, physostygmine was 
administered to rats bred 
to become hypertensive 
with age. These rats 
showed a dramatic in- 
crease in blood pressure, 
while normal rats only 
showed a moderate in- 
crease. 

Janowsky took this ex- 
perigent one step further, 
giving physostygmine to 63 
male psychiatric patients 
at the VA Medical Center 
in La Jolla, Calif. Blood 
pressure and pulse went 
up, in some cases, dramati- 
cally. Likewise, the sub- 
jects showed signs of anxi- 
ety, hostility and depres- 
sion. 

When a drug which 
blocks acetylcholine’ was 
given, the physical and 
psychological symptoms 
disappeared. 

Janowsky observed the 
responses — high blood 
pressure and pulse — 
seerfed to be greatest in 
the more energetic, excit- 
able individuals. Those 
who were more lethargic, 
depressed and withdrawn 
before the drug was admin- 
istered experienced the 
smallest physiological 
changes 

“There is some evidence 
that this is the way it 

should be.” Janowsky said. 


“The more activated peo- 
ple, the type that fly off the 
handle easily or keep anger 
in, are more at risk for hy- 
pertension. It isn’t your le- 
thargic types. 

“We also discovered that 
the more labile their blood , 
pressure was — the more it ° 
tended to bounce around — 
the more it would go up 
once you gave the physos- 
tygmine challenge.” 

Until now, most hyper- 
tension work has been di- 
rected-toward other chemi; 
cal messengers such as an- 
giotensin, a common 
hormone found in the brain 
and blood, and norepineph- 
rine, a transmitter that 
produces rapid pulse and 
constricted blood vessels. 
Acetylcholine, on the other , 
hand, has been largely. 
overlooked since the chem- 
ical in the body slows pulse 
and causes blood vessels to 
expand. : 

However, acetylcholine 
in the brain, as animal ex- 
periments and Janowsky’'s 
work indicate, seems to act , 
in just the opposite way as, 
the body chemical. Janow- 
sky believes this seemingly. 
paradox can be explained, 
if acetylcholine triggers 
the activity of chemicals. 
like norepinephrine. 

“It probably has to do 
with the fact that .in the 
blood pressure system, 
there are probably recep- 
tors for acetylcholine on. 
norepinephrine neurons in. . 
the brain,” Janowsky said. 
“These are the neurons 
that become the sympa- 
thetic nervous system (part 
of the nervous system that, 
controls bodily functions 
and is not consciously di- 
rected) that goes out to in- -. 
crease blood pressure ahd 
pulse.”

Seek citizen 
utility board 
in Illinois 


A push will be made in 1983 
to form a Citizens Utility 
Board (CUB). It would pro- 
vide full-time attorneys, ac- 
countants and engineers to 
represent residential utility 
customers at rate-making 
hearings before the Illinois 
Commerce Commission 
(ICC). 

“Right now, the typical Il- 
linois consumer pays more 
in utility bills every year 
than in taxes to the state 
government,” said Patrick 
Quinn, spokesman. 

“The purpose of the board 
would be to even up the odds 
by giving consumers the 
resources and organization 
to-challenge utility requests 
for rate hikes.” 

The CUB would be funded 
through voluntary dona- 
tions. 

Utility companies would 
be required to enclose in- 
formation about how to join 
the board in.their monthly 
bills to customers. 

Any consumer could join 
the Illinois CUB by sending 
in a $3 annual membership 
fee. 

It would be patterned after 
a similar board in Wisconsin 
which has a membership of 
70,000 consumers and has in- 
tervened in 30 rate-making 
cases. 

Quinn said the ICC is con- 
sidering a petition to 
establish an Illinois CUB by 
administrative rule. Four 
hearings have been held on 
the proposal and a fifth is 
planned. 

In addition, a bill to 
establish an Illinois board by 
statute will be introduced in 
the General Assembly. 

The CUB idea will be plac- 
ed on many ballots across 
the’ state in municipal elec- 
tions April 12. 

Chicago voters approved 
an advisory referendum on 
the board proposal by a 4-1 
margin on Nov. 2, 

The entire embership 
would be eligible to elect the 
board of directors of the 
utility board and hire its 
btaff. 

Six of the 14 board 
members would be elected 
from the First Judicial 
District (Cook County) and 
two from each of the state's 
remaining judicial districts. 

Quinn said that “by pool- 
ing a large number of small 
contributions, the board 
would have experti: and 
financial resources not 
available to current con- 
samr: advocates and com- 
munity groups, who are 
overwhelmed by the 
thousands of dollars utilities 
spend to gain rate in- 
creases.”

Hearing Tuesday on auto 
insurance requirements 


The Illinois Insurance 
Laws Study Commission and 
the Illinois Motor Vehicle 
Laws Commisson will hold a 
joint public hearing in 
Chicago Tuesday, Jan. 18, on 
legislative proposals for 
compulsory motor vehicle 
Mability insurance. 

“Both partisan legislative 
commissions will take 
testimony from proponents 
and opponents of staewide 
mandatory , automobile in- 
surance. The public is being 
invited to testify. 

Representative Richard A. 
Mautino (D-Spring Valley) 
is chairman of the Insurance 
Commission. Senator 
Charles Chew Jr. (D- 
Chicago), ‘and Represen- 
tative Clarence E. Neff (R- 

"Stronghurst) are co- 
chairmen of the Motor Vehi- 
cle Commission. 

The commissions regular- 
ly screén legislative pro- 
posals dealing with their 
respective study areas and 
make specific recommenda- 
tions to the House and Senate 
after public hearings. 

“The subject has been con- 
sidered in a series of more 
than 30 bills offered in the Il- 
linois General Assembly 
since 1971, but none has been 

“adopted, including measures 
introduced in the recent ses- 
sion, 

Thirty-one states have 
enacted laws requiring all 
owners of motor vehicles to- 
buy and maintain insurance 
as‘a condition for registering 

* their vehicles. 

Indiana and New Mexico 
recently approved man- 
datory vehicle insurance 


laws, effective Jan. 1 this 
year in Indiana and Jan.'1, 
1984, in New Mexico. 

Proponents - believe that 
mandatory insurance will 
make compensation 
available for wrongful in- 
juries or property damage in 
motor vehicle accidents. 

Opponents argue that en- 
forcement of such a proposal 
would be ineffective and too 
costly and possibly increase 
pressure on government to 
further regulate or even sup- 
plant private insurance. 

‘The Llinois Department of 
Insurance has reported that 
52 percent of all motorists in 
Chicago and 33 percent in 
Cook County, excluding 
Chicago, are uninsured. 
Statewide, the total is 21 per- 
cent of all registered 
passenger vehicles. 

Since 1938, Mlinois has had 
a financial responsibility law 
requiring persons who have 
failed to satisfy a judgment 
for any liability from ‘a 
previous accident to furnish 
“proof of financial respon- 
sibility for the future.” 


Penalties for violation of 
mandatory insurance laws 
vary in certain states. The 
offense is classified as a 
misdemenanor in 21 states. 
Penalties range from fines of 
$50 to $1,000, imprisonment 
from 30 days to one year and 
revocation or suspension of 
vehicle and driver registra- 
tion licenses.

“At the time of impact, 
disaster centers are 
established to provide im- 
mediate housing, food and 
clothing for those left 
homeless,”’ she stated in an 
appreciation letter to the 
Rotary Club. ‘‘In_ the 
Missouri areas of Times 
Beach, Arnold and Fenton, 
several hundred Red Cross 
volunteers have worked one- 
on-one with families and in- 
dividuals, ascertaining their 
immediate needs.””
